IN MEMORIAM. 


The Late James Allen. 

V*e believe that we are safe in saying 
that there was no one better known in this 
county than the late James Allen, who died 
at his home in Napanee on Sunday last, 
after an illness of several months. The 
subject of this sketch was born in the town¬ 
ship of Ernesttown, near the village of 
Wilton, on the 7th of May, 1825. The 
earlier portion of his life was spent on the 
farm with his parents, and while there he 
was surrounded with the best of influences, 
and they made an impression which lasted 
through life. Arriving at the age of man¬ 
hood he went to Odessa and engaged in the 
milling business with the Booth Company. 
He remained in Odessa but a short time, 
and then went to Morven, where he remain, 
ed about twelve years, being engaged in 
lumbering and jobbing. In 1853 Mr. Allen 
married Charlotte Johnson, and to them 
were born six children, only two of whom 
are left to mourn the loss of a loving father. 
In 1807 Janies Allen moved to Napanee, 
and in the same year was appointed chief 
of police, a position he retained until his 
death. Mr. Allen was a conscientious ser¬ 
vant of the public, and performed his work 
well. Possessed as he was of a kindly 
heart, he dealt leniently with wrongdoers, 
trying to make them better men ir» "ad of 
crushing them with an iron hand. De¬ 
ceased was a well known and highly respec 
ted member of the Methodist Chinch, he 
having connected himself therewith about 
thirty-five years ago. As class-leader, 
steward and local preacher he served his 
church, and always with acceptability. In 
temperance work his voice was frequently 
raised, and he was looked upon aB one of 
the most earnest of the advocates of that 
great moral reform. James Allen was 
possessed of a great deal of natural ability, 
and he always regretted that he had not 
availed himself of his privileges and acquir¬ 
ed a better education. He was a good man 
and was respected by all, by none more 
than by those who knew him best. 

For twenty-two years he faithfully serv¬ 
ed this town as chief of polioe, and growing 
up with the town and knowing all of its 
history, he was looked upon as an authority 
on all matters pertaining to this munici¬ 
pality. His place will not easily- be filled. 

Mrs. Allen and two daughters, Emma, 
the wife of Mr. Williams, of Toronto, and 
Helen, who resides at home, are left to 
mourn his loss. They have the sympathy 
of the entire community in their great 
affliction. Their sorrow is lessened by the 
knowledge that he whom they loved died 
trusting in Christ, and that there is no 
doubt about his having “gone home” to his 
reward. 

The funeral, on Tuesday afternoon was 
vary largely attended, the town officials, 
town councillors, firemen, members of the 
Masonic fraternity and a large number of 
citizens following the remains to the 
church and thence to the grave in tile 
Morven cemetery.

ed, and, of course, should have been so cut 
off. Nothing could be more absurd than 
the notion that trees should never be util¬ 
ized or removed. Whenever a tree hag 
come to its best it should be cut down, and 
its wood applied to some useful purposy, 
so as to obtain its value, and in order to 
provide for a succession of generations of 
trees, and thus for the permanent lifs of 
the forest. 

If the Adirondack forests had been thus 
intelligently managed and administered 
they would now have been for a long time 
yielding an increasing revenue to the people 
of the state. The whole population would 
have been greatly benefitted by the reduc¬ 
tion of taxation. Every man and woman 
in the state would have been richer today— 
would have had more of the means of sub¬ 
sistence and of comfort and happiness 
than at present. Every child in the state 
would have been born to a better inheri¬ 
tance, and into more favorable conditions 
than now. The forests would have been 
better now than ever before, and they 
would have gone on increasing in value to 
the people of the state, with the increasing 
density of population, and on account of 
the exhaustion of the timber-supply in 
regions fit for agriculture. 

The Adirondack region is not fit for ag¬ 
riculture. No part of it is suitable for any 
other than forest-conditions, and these 
should have been maintained forever. It I 
is indeed impossible to disturb these con- I 
ditions very extensively, or to remove the j 
forests permanently, without destroying j 
Vi™ region itself ami ar.uihilfl.tmg every- { 
thing thut makes it of any. value. 1 doubt , 
if an instance of more obvious and com I 
plete adaption of a region to a special and j 
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vary largely attended, the town officials, 
town councillors, liremen, members of the 
Masonic fraternity and a large number of 
citizens following the remains to the 
church and thence to the grave in the 
Morven cemetery.

ditions very extensively, or to remove the 
forests permanently, without destroying 
eir® region itself and annihilating every¬ 
thing that makes it of any. value. 1 doubt 
if an instance of more obvious and com¬ 
plete adaption of a region to a special and 
particular use can be found in the whole j 
world. Nature made this region for the' 
permanent and everlasting growth of for- ! 
ests, and this sole anti exclusive adaption j 
to a most important function should have 
been recognized. 

As 1 said years ago, if the Adirondack 
forests could be saved by legislation, one 
of the best possible measures would be 
"An Act for the Discouragement of Agri¬ 
culture in the back woods.” The lumber 
business is not by any means the only j 
destructive agency at work here, Tens of 
thousands of acres, entirely unfit for any 
use but forest growth, have been stripped 
of trees, and by cultivation and pasturage 
have been rendered incapable of reproduc¬ 
ing the only crop for which the land ever 
bad any adaption. It is strange—if any¬ 
thing in human folly is strange-^to see so 
many people persist in the effort to "farm” 
where the soil is so meagre,and the country 
is so high and cold, that no profitable re¬ 
turn for their labor is possible. This thin 
film of soil disappears after a few years, 
leaving only the bare, inert sand or gravel, 
and as most of the "farming land” here ii 
rolling or hilly, the slopes soon begin to 
break down and wash away. Great gullies 
are formed, which grow wider and deeper 
every year, till vast waterless tracts of 
shifting sand, or of clay and gravel, varied 
only by rock-ledges and boulders, stretch 
before the unhappy traveler where once 
grew noble forests fed by perennial springs. 

The region was meant to be let alone. 
It has no natural fitness for agriculture. It 
is pitiful to see the scanty growth of vege¬ 
tation which the farmers toil produces here 
cut off by frosts in both spring and autumu 
ami in many places, even in the middle of | 
summer, while in the Southern States of | 
this country there are millions of acres of 
fertile soil lying untilled beneath most 
genial skies. The effort to farm these in¬ 
hospitable lands has also been the source 
of a huge proporation of the^fires which 
have destroy^ so much of the remaining 
forest. Land is cleared by being burned 
over, and in a dry time the fire extends j 
from the fallow to the woods, despite the ' 
best efforts to keep it within bounds, and it ! 
is common saying in the woods that such I 
a conllagration is often a convenient acci-1 
dent for the farmer as he plants corn the I 
next spring in the burned woods without 
any clearing whatever, and raises a crop 
in the ashes. A great deal of the "farming 
land" here has been brought into eultiva- 
tion in this way. It is all. from beginning 
to end. a most wasteful and suicidal pro¬ 
cess, and the inevitable end, the ruin and 
disappearance of tlie soil itself, is speedily 
reached.

Yon can Imagine the diffionlty of the task 
that I accomplished when I tell yon that 
the impressions made npon the oyfinder are 
not more than one-millionth part of an 
inch in depth, and are completely invisible, 
even with the aid of a microscope. 











HEALTH. 

September Weather. 

The “ unheal thine** - ’ of September 
weather ie proverbial. The oold nights, 
•nooeeded m they ere by eultry days, the 
miasma arising from the deoayiag vegeUtion 
of summer, all tend to make thU an unh ea l - 
thy month, and one when dlaordere of the 
itomaoh are eepeolally prevalent. ThU 
month the housewife must watch with re¬ 
newed vigilanoe her oeliar and sinks to see 
if any negleoted oorner may not oontain the 
seed of pestilenoe in dirt and mould. A 
coat of whitewash on the oeliar wall now, 
before the flies have disappeared, will make 
the house a more wholesome habitation. 
All sinks and waste pipes at thU sea¬ 
son should be thoroughly cleaned out 
with oopperas or some other disinfectant, 
dUsolved in warm water, at least onoe a 
week, in order to destroy all latent germs 
of disease whioh may come from suoh a 
source. Special oare should be taken to 
guard children, Invalids, and old people at 
this season from chill by providing heavier 
olothing. A complete outfit of light wool 
underolothes will do more than anything 
else to insure the wearer against the sudden 
ohanges of thU month. Wise mothers in¬ 
variably put light oashmere stockings on 
their ohildren now, without waiting till 
frost, remembering that if the ieet are kept 
warm half the battle against the danger of 
dUease U over. Little ohildren and any 
persons who are tronbled with disorders of 
the digestion should be provided with heavy 
flannel bandages to be worn over the abdo 
men before the heavy winter flannels are put 
on. Eipeolal attention should be paid to 
the bed olothing and an abnndanoe of blan¬ 
kets kept at hand to be used during ohilly 
nights. An open fire, kindled night and 
morning on the hearth of the family living 
room, will chase away a crowd of mlasmic 
spectres, and make the cheeks of all the 
ohildren rosy and their eyes sparkling, 
There U nothing more beautiful and more 
wholesome than this open fuel in the 11 mel¬ 
ancholy days" when the leaves are falling 
and the woods »fl ime with the beauty of the 
aaters and scarlet lobelia, and the swamps 
areizure with the gentian flower.- [N. Y. 
Weekly Tribune. 

Fiuit at a Medioiue. 

Fresh, ripe, perfect, raw fruit is safe and 
healthful at all seasons of the year, and amid 
the ravages of disease, whether epidemic, 
endemic, or sporadlo, general, special or 
local. Under proper restrictions as to quan¬ 
tity, such fruits as named will cure diarrbce i, 
aid in removing a oolio, oold, fever, or any 
other disease whose treatment requires tho 
bowels to be kept freely open ; for this effect 
freeh ripe fruit is acknowledged to have the 
requisite properties ; but to be used advan¬ 
tageously in health and disease, the follow¬ 
ing rules are imperative: Fruit should be 
eaten ripe, raw, fresh and perfect. It 
should be eaten no later than four o’clock in 
the afternoon. No water or fluid of any 
description should be swallowed within an 
hour after eating fruit. To have) its full 
beneficial effect, nothing else should be 
eaten at tbe time fruit is taken. It is to the 
neglect of these observances that erroneous 
impressions prevail in many families, and to 
an extent too, in some instances, that tbe 
most lusoious peaoh or apple, or bunoh of 
grapes is regarded as that muoh embodied 
cholera and death.

15,000 L1TS8 LOST. 

The Greatest Disaster Known In 
the History of Japan. 

BIO HOODS AND LANDSLIDES. 

Whole Village* Burled Cider Avalanche* 
from the Mountain!. 

The regular mall steamer Gaelic has arriv¬ 
ed from Yokohama, bringing detail* of the 
overwhelming disaster in Japan. The pro¬ 
vince of KU, in the eontbwrstwrn part of 
Japan, ha* been viiited by the greatest 
tragedy in the hiitory of the ooontry. Pro¬ 
bably more than 15,000 people have been 
killed, aeveral town* have been wiped com¬ 
pletely iff the face of the earth, and other* 
have been nearly demoliahed. The oatas- 
trophe waa ccoaaioned by flood* in the wsst- 
ern part of tho province and by the crumbling 
of a mountain which baried six village* under 
a huge maaa of rock* and earth. 

The early part of August wa* remarkable 
for ita rain*, and the rapid rian of the rivera 
soon becamn alarming. The banka of the 
Kinogawa River, a a cream over 100 mile* in 
length, broke near the city of Wakayamo on 
Aug. 10, and a mountain of water, like that 
which swept through the Conemaugh valley 
when the dam above Johnstown broke,rush¬ 
ed out among the fields and towns, wreck¬ 
ing houses, bridges, fences, templet, and all 
thing* in its path. In this district 290 
house* wero carried away and 5,000 were 
ruined by the water, leaving 30,000 people 
dependent upon the local officials for food. 

Lower down the embankments of Hidaka- 
gown were also destroyed, flooding the 
cultivated fields and adjacent towns. Oat 
of sixty house* at WaKancmura but two 
remain standing, and more than fifty people 
loat their lives. 

An tfficial of the Niahimura district office, 
who arrived at Wakayamo on the evening of 
Ang. 2*2. reports that at about 4 P. M. on 
Aug. 19 an inroad of water took plaoe at 
Ssnabemachi, and in a few moments the 
floors of buildings, in the viciulty were 
oovered. Many houses in the district wore 
carried away, and about 300 persona are 
said to 

HA VIE LOST THEIB LIVES. 

All villages within an extent of ten miles 
are more or less submerged. In Chorai- 
homnra several hundred honsoa were wash¬ 
ed away, leaving only eleven buildings 
standing. Many persons are reported to 
have lost their lives in this district also. 

The volume of the river Kinokuni, an 
adjacent stream, swelled to au extraordinary 
extent, the rise being in some places as 
mnch as 13 to IS feet above the normal level. 
No bridge over the stream could withstand 
the force of the flood. The liver steadily rose 
from about 6 o’clsck in the evening, until at 
last near midnight it began to ove>flow its 
embankments, and about four miles from the 
city of Wakayama the banks at tho village 
of Iwabashi were washed away. Immedi 
ately the village and its whole neighborhood, 
including about forty eight other hamlets, 
were covered by the raging water. The 
depth of the flood is said to have been from 
5 to 15 feet. 

The neighborhood of Ojaka has also suf¬ 
fered very severely. From a telegram re¬ 
ceived by the home effite from the Governor 
of Osaka it appears that in the districts 
under his authority relief is being given to 
several thousand* of people. The embank¬ 
ments on the Yodogawn and Inkedapaigawn 
rivers were broken at several places on Aug. 
21,considerable damage was caused to 
fart^ff yhile many bouses were swept awav 


of ground. There, however, they were 
not fated to be safe, as the mountain of 
8ugi Tama, which is at the back of the 
temple, suddenly came down en the village 
in an avalanche, burying the e-tire village 
under ground, only the npper half of the 
temple being left to view.’' 

A special correspondent, who made his 
way laboriously over the mins, says : 

“ Village* of Nagato No-Mara, Tan’ss 
Mura, Uyenoike-Mura, and Hsyasbl Mura, 
along the oonrse *f the Totsngawawoc, wero 
all bnried under ground by the crumbling 
away of the Umlyabara Mountain. All the 
villages of Ui, Nagatono, Numata-Hsra, and 
Asabi, at the entranoo of the Totiugawa Go, 
face each other, and oan bo seen across the 
river, bnt, there being no boate between 
theae plaoe*. no help could be rendered. The 
villages of Uyeno-Chi, Takatau, Kawatsu, 
and several others were all either 
SWEPT AWAY OB BDBIED 
under ground. The number of death* in 
these villages has not yet been ascertained, 
bnt, as all outlets were blookaded, the loss 
of life mutt have been appalling. 

"The villages of Kaseabaya, Uchlhara, 
Takigawa, Nojtrl, Yamasaki, and Taana 
were also entirely swept away or buried by 
the overflow of rivers and the crumbling 
mountains. The damage along the lower 
course of the river and the villages skirting 
it has not yet been ascertained, but it U 
supposed that out of fifty villages oomprlsing 
Totiugawa Go all have anffored more or lees 
from the disaster, and it is a mooted point if 
one has escaped. 

“In all these villages farms, rice fields, 
and houses are supposed to have been nearly 
or quite destroyed. The exact number of 
deaths in this small region is not yet known, 
but the district officials plaoe it between 
4,000 and 5.000.” 

The coal mines atPatozvto Mura, Yoshlno 
Gori, alto caved in, and forty miners are 
missing. In Shiono Mara a landslide oc¬ 
curred.

eight persons, besides whioh forty are 
missing who are supposed to have been buried 
alive. While the extent of territory af¬ 
fected here it not so great, the suffering in 
this district is appalling. It is impossible 
to furnish aid to all the thousands of suf 
ferers, and many must die of hunger and 
thirst. The leases in lives and money will 
never be known, as whole towns have been 
wiped from the earth with no survivor to 
tell the story. 

As an instance of the disaster it may be 
mentioned that the Portuguese gunboat Roi 
Lima, on her voyage along the ooast, was 
greatly obstructed By the wreckage of roofs, 
timbers of houses, so that on several 
oocasions she had to stop to prevent damage 
to her sorew. This debris extended at least 
ninety miles aloDg the ooast. This is the 
greatest disaeter Japan has known for cen¬ 
turies, end farther details cm only bring 
stories of more desolation and more suffering 
than have thus far been related. The Japan¬ 
ese newspapers, after careful estimate, think 
the loss of life does not fall below 15,000.

NARROWLY ESCAPED DEATH, 

A telegram from Wakayama says that 
many houses in Tschlgawara and Shikiya, 
which are situated close to Kumanagawa, 
were carried away and many lives lost. The 
buildings of the Kumano Shrine, sxoept one 
or two small temples, were all swept away, 
but the Sacred Image was saved. According 
to the report from Jeninu, in Higashi Muro- 
gari, about oue fourth of the buildings there 
(over 500) and 100 per*ons wero swept away. 
The Htkawg* River rose 28 feet above die 
ordinary level, and villages close to the river 
flooded, in consequence of which about 150 
bouses were washed away, many persona 
being drowned. Seventy eight houses and 
the Mi wake police station at Shusan were also 
carried away. 

Owing to several landslides whioh,occurred 
close to the souroe of the Hidakagawa vutt 
numbers of trees, some of which were very 
large, were uprooted and swept on to the 
fields, where several thousands are now ly 
ing. 

Inquiries as to the condition of various 
villages along the river have not yet been 
completed. In Goto there are still two feet 
of muddy water. About 1,200 houses of the 
villages close toihe Tomitagawa were swept 
a>voy and over 500 persons are reported to 
have lost their lives. 

Another telegram from Wakayama, dated 
Aug 26, announces that according to the 
investigations made up to that date the 
total number of houses carried away in 
Nishi Murogori was 1.C92, while 508 others 
were demolished and 440 bouses were more 
or less damaged, The number of deaths 
there was 863. 

Other villages suffered muoh loss by the 
floods and She number of dead cannot be 
accurately determined, but for the province 
of Kii it will fall below 10,000. Bloated

The fame rain which mined the western 
part of tba province of Kii by flood also 
wrought a most singular and ruinous dis 
asur in the eastern section of the same 
province. The “ Kansee Kfppo,” published 
at O aka, gives a clear account. It says : 

“Since Aug. 18 Tottugawa Go diitriot 
han bet n visited with very heavy rains, and 
at dawn on the 19th it wan dlacoveied that 
the rivers were rising rapidly. People in 
the neighborhood of Amano-Gawa, fiaring 
an innnduiion, made preparations, for the 
emergency. 

“While they were thus employed moun 
tains suddenly crumbled aw»y, obstructing 
communication between Ttujido Mura and 
Sakamoto-Mura, and the waters in ibo 
rivers, which rose in cons quence, covered 
the houses in Tsojido-Mura, the people 
fleeing to the temple on ao elevated piece

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M. de Qaatrefagee, the leading Frenoh 
ethnologist, in preeentiog the eeoond part 
of hie “ In trod notion to the Study of the 
Homan Raoea ” to the Aoademy ot Solenoes, 
haa given an Interacting summary of hie 
general oonolnaiona with regtrd to the 
origin and dietribntion of mankind. Neg. 
leoting the minor dlfferenoee, he eetimatee 
that there are no fetter than 72 dlitinot 
raoee in the human epeoiee. All theee 
deecend or branoh off from three funda¬ 
mental typee—the black, the yellow, aod 
the white—which had their origin at the 
greet oentral mace of Northern Alia, wbloh 
Fa that the oradle of mankind. Repreeenta- 
tivee of theee different typee end the raoee 
which aprang frem them are etill to be 
found there. The whitee, according to M. 
de Qaartefagee, appear to have originated on 
the weet of the oentral mate, the yellow on the 
north, and the blaoke on the eonth. The 
whitee extended weetward and northward, 
giving birth to three eeoondary typee—the 
Finnish, the Semltio and the Aryan, if we 
exoept the Allophylee, wbloh form a ie par ate 
group. Their area of dietribntion le oon- 
tinnoui, at In that of the yellows, because of 
the extensive land snrfaoe of the Eurasian 
Continent. The yellows spread eastward 
and crossed into Amerioa. The whites and 
yellows oheoked or blended with eaoh other, 
producing many varieties of man. The 
blacks, or Negro type, which originated on 
the tooth of the oentral mats, was ‘freed by 
the nature of the Continent, and proDably 
by the attaoke of the whites and yellows, to 
go eonth Into Africa and east into the Indian 
Arohipelago, or Melanesia. The proto-Semi 
tee arretted their dietribntion In the north 
of Afrioa, and the mixture of the two raoee 
gave rite to the negroid populations. In the 
centre and south of Afrioa the blaoke con¬ 
tinued in their ethnio purity until the Infiltra 
tion of other raoee from Europe and the 
north of Afrioa in modern timet. Those 
whloh remained in their original homes 
beoame blended with the whites and 
yellows, giving rise to the dravidlan 
populations whiob pass by thadee into 
three fundamental types. As for the 
AUophyles, represented by the raoe of 
Cro Magnon, they oooupied parte of Europe 
and North Afrioa, from wbloh they extend¬ 
ed te the Canaries. The three fundamental 
typee alto found themselves in Ooeinla; 
the Allophyllan whitee oocupying Polynesia, 
the blaoke Melanesia, the yellowe Malaeia. 
The latter were, acoording to M. de Quatre- 
fagee, the last to oome into the maritime 
world. The peopling of Amerioa dates from 
the Quatrenary period, and ie dne to mlgra 
tlone of different typee—AUophylio white 
and yellow blending with the local Qeater 
nary races, whioh ale* belong to the yellow 
type. Europe, since the Tertiary ages, has 
received only AUophylian whites, Flnne 
and Aryans. Having regard to the oon 
etant and varlont migrations of the bnman 
raoee In past timet, and the resulting amal 
gamation of the varieties, whether dne to 
conquest and violence or peaceful diffusion, 
M. de Qaatrefagee justly observes that the 
number of raoes now existing in a pure state 
is exceedingly restricted, if indeed there is 
a tingle one whioh oan be acoepted at tnch. 
Perhaps some little groups, protected by 
tbeir isolation, sooh as the Minoopies, may 
show an identity of oharaotora attesting 
their ethnio homogeneity.

The North-West Settler 

The crops in the North-West Territories 
have suffered severely this year from 
drought. Hay was a failure and in the 
Regina district some farmers have ploughed 
up their wheat and oats, or turned their 
cattle in. A farmer in the neighborhood 
of Qu'Appelle writes that for some time 
past he has abandoned the all-wheat style 
of farming and taken to raising stock ; but, 
be says, "I shall want feed for them this 
t winter, and I don’t see how I can import 
> it from the States, the railroad rates and 
the tariff together being an enormous 
tax.” Just so. When there is a short crop 
in Canada a few lucky farmers may make 
a little money, for the N. P. undoubtedly 
helps them to obtain good prices, though it 
robs them then and always by exalting 
the cost of what they have to buy. But 
the bulk of the farmers, more especially 
those who require cheap fodder fpr their 
cattle, find the duties on foreign produce a 
serious handicap. Let us suppose that 
this Qe’Appelle settler should determine to 
sell eight steers worth #25 a pieoein order to 
obtain a supply of Amerioan corn and oats. 
If the steers were sold to an American 
buyer, the Qu’Appelle man would have to 
pay the United States duty, viz., #40. The 
reason of this is that Canadian exports of 
oattle to the United States are too insignifi¬ 
cant relatively to the Amerioan supply to 
affect the market price. This would leave 
the settler #160 wherewith to make his 
purchases. He buys 160 bushels of corn 
at 50 cents and 320 of oats at 25 cents. On 
reaching home the Canadian Customs 
i|,,,.jrs collect TJ cents per bushel on the 
corn and 10 cent., on the oats; or #44 in 
all. The net result is, therefore, that the 
settler suffers an absolute loss of $H4 on a 
$200 transaction ; and this at a time when 
lie needs all the help he can get. But his 
troubles do rot end here. In order to keep 
the roof over his head the settler during 
autumn and winter must buy manufactur¬ 
ed goods. He requires sugar, cotton, im¬ 
plements. iron goods such as nails, etc., 
and clothing ; and on each and every one 
of these articles the law wrings from him 
a tax which goes into the pocket of the 
home manufacturer. To be more correct 
Mr. Bowell seizes and holds him while the 
gentlemen of the Ontario combines relieve 
him of the amount in the name, not of 
Barabbas, but of British connection and 
other fine symbols. 

Protection is a fraud upon the fanning 
class everywhere, but it is a positive 
scourge in a nevv region like the North¬ 
west. The special census of Manitoba and 
the Territories taken in 1885 and 1886, re¬ 
vealed the fact that the government esti¬ 
mates of population had been altogether 
fallacious—that thousands of those who 
had gone in had pulled up stakes and cross¬ 
ed the line. The N. P. is undoubtedly re¬ 
sponsible to a great extent for this state of 
things. The settler has to compete in the 
world's market after paying heavy railroad 
tolls to the seaboard, yet the government 
deliberately increases the cost of production 
by compelling him to buy in the dearest 
market, which in addition to its dearness, 
is far remote from his farm. A good test 
of the prosperity of a young community is 
found in what is known as the accretive 
immigration, that is, in the immigration 
which is attracted by the settlers them- 
salves sending prepaid passages or money 
to bring out their friends. In sevoral 
parts of the United States 60 per cent of 
the immigrants are secured in this way : 
whereas there is reason to believe that in 
our Northwest the proportion does not ex 
ceed one per cent. In other words, the 
police of the government does not satisfy 
the settler, and therefore even when he 
himself stays he makes no effort to get 
friends and relatives about him.

During the summer a great deal of rub¬ 
bish collects in the garden and perhaps in 
the orchard. All this ought to be raked up 
and burned, or otherwise disposed of. If 
left on the ground it furnishes feeding for 
inseots. 

Orchards run ont and need renovating as 
well as fields. First, turn over the grass 
sod and manure well. Then a thick coat¬ 
ing of ashes around the trees is neoessary. 
Soft, home-made soap made with lye pot¬ 
ash, mixed with water, applied with a brush 
to the limbs has a fine effect. 

Turnips and cabbages, when fed to milk- 
ing cows, should be given directly after 
milking, in snch quantity as they will eat 
up at once olean, and no more given until 
after the next milking; when fed on suoh 
vegetables the milk should be exposed to 
the air by leaving the cans unstopped as 
touch as possible.' 

As a rule white clover springs up on 
land that has been well dressed with wood 
ashes, and though it affordi excellent pas¬ 
turage it is a very persistent weed if it is 
allowed to grow where it is not wanted. 
Cutting ik„ off only causes it to grow more 
vigorously.' It should be palled up by 
hand from among rows of vegetables. 

To our friends engaged in feeding hogs 
just now, the lesson to be received from all 
reports up to the present time would be : 
Dispose of your hogs as early in the com. 
ing season as you can get them in a nioe 
shape for the market. It does not look as 
if high prices later on will rule unless from 
causes now not to be discerned. 

An honestly made implement, well cared 
for, ought and usually does last fifteen or 
sixteen years; but, mainly from a lack of 
shelter and care, it does not last on an 
average that length of time. Careful 
farmers should have plenty of well-ventil¬ 
ated, dry storage for tools and implements. 
Nothing pays a better interest on cost.

It takes less care and skill to raise scrub 
horses that will sell for 975 to 9100 than to 
breed to an imported stallion with 925 to 
9u0 service fee and raise a horse that will 
sell at 9200 or 9300. It is just that care 
and skill that pays the enterprising farmer 
and breeder. 

Some care is required iu feeding oats of 
the new crop before they are dried out. 
Some horses have poor digestion and are 
easily thrown into colic by such scouring 
and purgative feed. Unless you know the 
horse’s habit well, then feed a less quantity 
of old oats at a higher price, and you will 
be better satisfied with the result. Oats 
are not thoroughly dried out until oold 
weather, though if properly oared for the 
danger from feeding them soon becomes 
\ery small. 

Tlie most profitable cow is the one that 
will give the most milk for the amount of 
food consumed, and in the end the greatest 
amount of good beef. This is the sort of 
cow for most farme-s, as well as dairymen; 
and should be procured and carefully bred 
from. It should be borne in mind that 
there is much in breds, much more than 
these acquainted with only inferior stock 
are aware of; in truth there is more profit 
derived front good bloods than there is from 
good feeding of stock from inferior blood. 
The average farmer cannot well afford to 
look to milk alone, nor to beef alone for his 
profits, be must have the two combined to 
the best degree attainable. Every farmer, 
however, cannot skilfully breed up; in 
truth, but few can well select and classify 
animals in breeding, and fewer still reach 
the highest attainable results, yet every

To those of our readers who make barley 
a principal crop on the farm the following 
note from the columns of the Mark Lane 
Express, London, will be of interest: “The 
farmers of Canada are still anxiously con¬ 
sidering the question of a profitable mar¬ 
ket for their barley. If existing obstacles 
are removed, it is said that a very profit¬ 
able market will be found in Great Britain. 
But Chevalier Barley is best adapted to 
the wants of the British brewer, and that 
is not the variety of barley usually raised 
in Canada. This is a matter in which the 
Canadian Minister of Agriculture has 
taken a deep interest, and he has acted 
under the conviction that, with a suitable 
variety for planting, and the removal of 
difficulties arising out of careless market¬ 
ing. a great export trade might be opened 
up with varieties from India, Great Britain 
and Denmark. Those from Germany, 
Russia and California now being tested, 
one part of the question may soon lie an¬ 
swered. The matter is certainly receiving 
thorough attention and good results seem 
assured." In th% present indifferent atti¬ 
tude of the United States markets it is to 
be hoped that a market in Britain may 
open up ere long.

8. That kerosene will soften boots ana 
shoes that have been hardened by water, 
and render them as pliable as new, . 

9. That kerosene will make tin tea- 
kettles as bright as new. Saturate a 
wollen rag with it. It will also remove 
stains from varnished furniture. 

10. That cool rain-water and soda will 
remove machine grease from washable 
fabrics.—The Sanitarium.

To prevent such short batques from pull 
ing up, thus leaving an undesirable space 
between the skirt and edge, tow two safety 
hooks oa the buque edge on each side, and 
work silk loops on the skirt just below the 
belt to oorrcipond. 

The most jaunty barques are either fasten¬ 
ed with fist butte ns unoer a fly, or hooks 
and eyes. Jacket batques promise to be iD 
high favor with youDg ladies. They may 
be cut short and round like a Zouave jacket, 
or rquaru across the waist line simlliar to 
the Eton garment; in cither case the square 
“ habit ’ or blnntly pointed back is in good 
tsste. 

Figut« ' o. 72 illustrates a charming cos¬ 
tume for a ycung lady of slender figure. 
Ssge green cashmere is shown, with a garoi-

Figure No. 75 is stylish for woolen and

prinoeaae back with side* that are out off at 
the waist line and arranged like gathered 
tides to the skirt, lifted a trifle in front. 

The jacket fronts are turned back to form 
short revert, have one dart on eaoh side, 
ooat sleeves slightly gathered over the top, 
draped cuffs of brocade, and a band of the 
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trimming below. The full plastron is fasten- 
ed in Breton style over a tight fitting lining 
with a pointed belt at the waist. The skirt 
front of brooade reouires two breadths of 
silk, with a seam on each side—not in the 
middle. 

Th- jacket basque has Eton fronts, “habit” 
back, rolled oollar, ooat sleeves, and a trim¬ 
ming of the braidiDg. The blouse vest ia of 
blue surah laid in side-pleats, and a sash from 
the left side-seam ties on the right tide, 

Figure No. 77 is suitable for wash, silk, 
or woolen goods. It has but one seam, the 
inside one, which ia sloped »s illustrated.

Figure No. 78 requires thin fabrics like

Turnad-over frill* for oollar* and ouffe 
will be worn in the houee after they are 
given np for the etreet. Blouse* of surah, 
flannel, or caehmere will throw the jersey 
in the shade this winter. They are made 
over a lining, worn with a belt, have the 
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skirt patt outside of the drees, full sleeves, 
and a shirred, tuoked, or smocked yoke. 

Figure No. 81 Is a blouse of India silk, 
with the French turned-over oollar and ouffs 
of the material, knife pleated, a ruffle around 
the lower edge, and the Directoire frill from 
the throat to the waist line, taperlog to the 
belt, of silk, buokled in front. 

The silk is without darts, but the lining 
has the usual number, and the baok it in one 
piece, with the fulness at the waist held by 
the belt. The ooat sleeves are gracefully 
full over the top. 

Cloth batques to wear with odd skirts and 
plastrons have jacket fronts. Old batques 
are remodeled by cutting the fronts off at 
the waist line, adding jacket over fronts, 
girdle and sleeves of velvet. Habit batques 
of doth to wear with stTiped or plaid woolen 
skirts have batques added across the fronts 
and sides, with cross or Newmarket seams. 

The velvet jacket fronts that will remodel 
an old batque, or add elegance to a new 
one, may be out short and round, or square 
across at the waist line. A narrow gimp t< 
trim the edge is a matter cf taste aod 
expense only. The velvet must match the 
shade of the dress or plastron. 

The invisible fastening of basques, so often 
alluded to, 1s made with hooks and eyes 
put on so as to alternate, first a hook, then 
an eye on the same side, wbiob prevents aDy 
unhooking ; but as this is very wearisome to 
fasten, many dressmakers use small safety- 
hooks and eyes, the latter set under the 
edge, so that only enough of them peeps out 
to slip the hook over. 

Another plan ia to use a separate fly, with 
buttonholes worked in it, sewed to the 
right side of the basque, and oaugbt to 1: 
here and there between the button-holes, 
and then have very flat buttons on the 
other side, allowing a good lap, as none oi 
thess invisible fastenings must give the 
slightest hint of how they are held.

The I at* Woman who Buffered the Extreme 
Penalty In British Territory. 

The last initacoe, so far as we are aware, 
of the banging of a woman in British domin¬ 
ions wai that of Louisa Collins, who in Jan¬ 
uary this year was executed in Sydney for 
the murder of her husband, Mlohael Peter 
Collins. The woman belonged to the lower 
order of life, and had been exceedingly 
handsome. She married an elderly man 
named Andrews, who was oonsidered well 
off in the olrole of laboring folk to whioh he 
belonged, and by him hsd fire or six ohild- 
ren. They lived about eight miles from 
Sydney, on the shores of Botany Bay. In 
1885 a yeoDg man named Uiohael Peter 
Collins lived in the honse, more as a person 
al friend than a lodger. It soon beoame ap¬ 
parent to Andrews that an Illicit oonneotlon 
existed between hit wife end Collins ; and 
the result was that, 

AFTER A FURIOUS QUARREL, 
the latter was turned out of the house. He 
still, however, continued to visit the woman 
eeoretly. Shortly afterward Andrews fell 
ill, and after lingering a few weeks, during 
which time ho was attended by a dootor and 
nursed by bit wife, he suocumbed. 

Scarcely was bis body oold before the 
woman pasted to Sydney to olaim a sum of 
money for which his life was insured, and 
the same night sbe and Collins, with some 
of their less reputable neighbors, indulged 
in a d-noe, followed by a debauch, in an 
aojaceot honse. The medical man who had 
attended Andrews entertained no suspicion, 
and gave a certificate in wbioh death was 
ascribed, be it noted, to gcwtro enteritis 
Within a week Louisa Andrews became 
Louisa Collins, and the newly wedded pair 
continued to reside in the same locality. 
Collins was a weak-minded yonng fellow, 
aDd perverted by the woman, became utterly 
worthless, continually losing his employment 
and falling into the habits of an idler, a 
drunkard, and a gambler. Eventually he 
seems to have lost the affections of the 
woman who had made him what he was, and 
In 1888 he fell ill and died. A similarity 
between his symptoms and those of bis pre 
decessor, Andrews, excited suspicion. A 
post mortem examination revealed

in hie body. Arsenic was found in the 
house, and Lonisa Collins was arrested 
The body of Andrews was, by the direotioi 
of tbe Coroner, <xhumed, and a minute 
quantity of arssnic was discovered in tbe 
coffin. 

The woman was committed to taka her 
trial on tbe the two charges of poisoning. 
The case for the Cro vn was overwHelmiDgly 
strong and the defence was very weak. 
Without entering into details, it may b> 
mentioned that the woman obtained the 
poison In the form of a vermin preparaticr 
known as Bough on Rate. Although thi 
case was perfectly clear and there waa ne 
conflict of medical testimony, five Judges it 
turn presided at her trials, and four juriet 
being unable to agree were discharged. This 
is probably owiDg to the fact that tte feeling 
in favor of tbe abolition of capital punish 
ment is very strong in Australia. At th- 
fifth trial, which waa presided over by Sir 
Frederick Darley, the Chief Justice of New 
houth Wales, the jury agreed to a verdict o' 
guilty. 

The oountry concurred In the verdiot, and 
on Jan. 21 last tbe murderess was hanged ii 
Darlinghurst jail, Sydney. Throughout al’ 
her trials this woman, who seemed to lack 
the most ordinary moral perceptions, pre 
served an air of complete indifference, am 
she walked to the scaffold with a firm step 
her Ups ourled in a mocking smile. 


HOUSEHOLD. 

In feats’ Dresses. 

The olothing of a young infant should bo 
•eleoted with the greatest: osre. Not only 
months of fretting oaneed by the irritation 
of ill fitting olothing, but the future health 
of the ohlld may depend upon Its olothiog 
in infancy. All olothing for yonng ohildren 
should M'made of soft, fine material with 
felled seams and simple trimmings, whioh 
will not Irritate the fieeh whioh is softer 
than the roee-leaf. Lace is more suitable 
than Hamburg or needle-work because the 
edge of even the eofteet needle-work may 
ohafe tbe skin. For the yonng infant under 
a month of age a simple slip of pleln white 
nainsook is the moit saleable dress daring 
the day, to be exchanged for a cambric 
night-slip at nlgbt. After the ohlld is a 
month old It may be pat into dreesee with 
yoke, yet many mothers retain the elip 
drote till tbe ohild is three or fonr months 
old. One of the essentials is abnndanoe of 
dresses so that changes are at hand in oose 
of emergenoy, besides tbe regular dally 
change of olothing given the child at 
its bath hoar. English nainsook, whioh 
oomes without a dressing, dimity and 
English long oloths are the ohoeen ma¬ 
terials for infant slips. These dresses 
are usually one vard long from the neck 
and are finished in dainty wardrobes with 
a three-inoh hem stitched hem or hand- 
hemmed hem with a cluster of two or three 
fine hand-run tucka above it or with two 
groups of tacks separated by a row of 
feather-stiohiDg. Tbe little yoke dress 
measures usually a yard to a yaid and a 
quarter long from the yoke and the yoke 
measuies from three or four inohes in depth. 
This little yoke is made of hem stitching or 
tncked and feather stitched or finished with 
solid embroidery or laoe. The bottom of 
the yoke-dress is much more elaborately 
finished than the edge of the slip and usu 
ally is finished with em broidery or hem- 
stiching and tucks, or tucks and insertion. 
There is considerable fancy now for a 
straight edge, either a hem-stitched hem or 
a hem with a wide insertion above it. A 
sash about tour inches wide finished to 
matoh the dress shonld accompany eaoh slip 
and dress. Many of the more elaborate 
robe dresses, such as are used for christen¬ 
ing or any dressy occasion, are made with 
yokes of real Valenciennes lace and trimmed 
on tbe bettom with two or three rows of 
the same lace four inohes wide and a cluster 
of fine tucks above the rows of Valenciennes, 
line such long drees is all an infant needs, bui 
it is wise to provide at least six plain slips 
and six yoke dreesos, or six more slips, as 
the mother cheeses. When the ohild is six 
months old or so, according to the season oi 
the year and the health of the child, it ie 
put into short clothes. The long clothes 
sre then uanally cut down so that they 
barely cover the feet. If the child ws 
with ordinary rapidity at the age of a yar 
the skirts will jost dear the floor when it 
stands and be enitable length when tbe baby 
walks. It is considered in the best taste to 
put nothing but white on an infant under 
a year old. No sprig of forgot me-not oi 
rose bud is used In color, even on the 
little wrapper, till the baby is older. Thf 
wrapper L a non-essential article of clothing 
yet many mothers prefer it to the oid-timt 
blanket oi flannel or merino. Exceedingly 
simple wrappers are made of ohecee-clotb 
tufted, but cannot be recommended from a 
utilitarian standpoint because they are 
difficult to launder, 


Canoe: for Shoes. 

Shoe* are onj of ’.he expenses of a toilet 
thai may be reduced only by care. A worn 
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disgrace and the line certainly does look bet- 
ter when all of a kfnd are bung together. 
The main objeot is to hang them so they will 
dry best, and if the baby Is crying or the 
dinner burning it isn’t wise to stand sorting 
over your basket to find a stray towel or 
shirt to hang with the others of its kind. 
Use plain wooden olothes pins and keep them 
dry in a bag or basket where they will be 
clean. If they are allowed to remain wet 
they will leave a black mark upon rlothes. 
Take the olothes line in eaoh week after the 
olothes are dry, but it is convenient to have 
an old pieoe left out permanently for drying 
odd pleoes, tor dish towels or airing olothes. 
The galvanized wire line is recommended 
for use only for its convenience ; it Is thonght 
to wear ont fine olothes. 


A Ladies' Club- 

The favorite ladies’ olnb in London, where 
ladies' olubs are well known and very suc¬ 
cessful, is the Alexandra, named alter the 
popular wife of the Prlnoe of Wales, of 
couse, who has more things and people 
named for her than any other woman in the 
United Kingdom, not even exoeptiog the 
Queen. It is the very smartest and most 
exolnsive association oi the sort in England 
—only those who have been presented at 
Court being eligible for membership—and 
just now there is a v.ry pretty quarrel dis¬ 
tracting the organ z»tion. No male creature 
ovor twelve yearn of age la allowed to darken 
Its threshold, and eveu the attendants are 
all women to a man—so to speak. It has 
several bedchambers on the upper floor, and 
even the most carefully guarded woman is 
allowed to spend a night in London and put 
up at this Club. It is not in the least 
masculine in its tendency, there is no drink¬ 
ing allowed except of wine with meals, no 
games are played for money, and heretofore 
there has been no smoking, but last month 
on the committee board was written up a 
motion to add a smoking room, and the 
motion waa signed by two well known and 
titled ladies.

CariBg for Shoes. 

Shoes are one of 'ihe expenses of a toilet 
tha< may be reduced only by care. A wort 
out shoe Is not possible of renovation; no 
amount of skill will make it pass as new. 
The only possible way to save in shoe 
leather Is to care properly for the shots 
while wearing them. A writer in the 
Brooklyn “ Eagle ” makes some very wist 
suggestions about the proper care of shoes. 

“ Particular attentien should be paid, in 
every home, to the care of shoes. Where 
there are children there is generally an ac¬ 
cumulation of shoes partly worn,and wholly 
worn, and these are all throwjp' in tno hot* 
tom of the closet together and must be 
assorted when wanted. When taken out 
they are sometimes moldy, beoause they 
sre thrown in damp and dirty. Manyol 
these are of no use to the possessors, but 
are hoarded up with the idea that some day 
they will be needed ; yet rarely is this true, 
as they are put away in suoh a rough con¬ 
dition that when taken out they are gen 
erally unfit for use. Shoes that are worn 
regularly, if oared for, will last 'rtuch long 
er than if neglected. A French kid shoe, 
if kicked aronnd on,the closet floor or under 
the bed, will not last as long, or look as 
well as one inferior in quality ifpioperly 
cared for. When shoes are taken off they 
should be wiped with a soft cloth, and 
after airing a little while, oiled or polished 
and put in a box by themselves, or a 
shoe-bag, and when wanted for use 
oan be taken cat ready for wear. It is 
not advisable to nse muoh cf the dressing, 
so fashionable for ladies’ and ohildron's 
shoes, as most of them oraok the leather 
and ruin it. I have seen expensive shoes, 
'he tops all craoked open in less than a 
month by the use of the dressing; therefore,^ 
unless you oan find one that has been well 
tested, It is better to use a little sweet oil 
colored with black ink and rubbed well in. 
For some years past I have used a polish 
that has considerable glycerine in it, and 
found that it preserves the shoes wonder¬ 
fully, always keeping them new looking. If 
a lift begins to wear off the heel, I have it 
attended to at once, and never take off the 
shoes without wiping all the dust from the 
crevices and putting them carefully away. 
The result is that I have worn one pair of 
boots every day for one year, and another 
pear for a house shoe. I have a pair of 
loots that were made to order, for which I 
paid 88, have worn them every day tor two 
winters, or rather from October to May, and 
shall wear them another, and perhaps two 
seasons. In the spring, I rub them well 
with oil and pat them away carefully, and 
in the antnmn they look as good as new. 
Never wear a shoo unbuttoned, if you care 
to have it shapely. Never put wet shoos 
close to the fire to dry, as It harden them 
and makes them difficult to pat on. When 
taken off the foot wet, smooth into as good 
shape as possible, and rnb them as dry as 
yon can with an old soft cloth, then pat 
them in'a medium warm place to dry. If 
your ehoee get muddy, wash them off with 
cold water, aDd rub dry with a soft doth. 
This can be done qiiuk'y, so that tho 
leather may not vet wet through, then 
pulled into shape and left standing until 
quite dry. A:ur this u>« a little good pol¬ 
ish and tho shots will be us fresh as if quite 
new.”

FIHE ADD FAHCI PIGEON 8. 

Mo«f boy* are fond of pigeon* ■ they we 
nic9 pet* and are easily kept. All the known 
varieties oan be traced back to three original* 
—the Stock dove, the Ring-dove and the 
Turtledove. Fancy pigeon* have been 
developed by the ingenuity of breeders, and 
there are no less than forty-four independent 
specie*, each of which contain* aeveral varie¬ 
ties. They all have »ome peculiarities in 
shape, plumage or flight, and the boy who 
oan promptly name all of them is not only a 
keenob*erver,but also aomething of a natural¬ 
ist. The leading fancy pigeon*, sometimes 
called artificial varieties, are the Fantaila, 
footer*. Tumbler*, Shakers, Croppers’ 
Trumpeter*, Jaoobines, Runts and Non*. 

The Jaooblne has a hood or raff of feathers, 
which grow* on the back of the neck and 
encirc'.oa the head of the bird. It gets its 
name from the resemblance of tne hood to 
the cowl of the Jaooblne monks. The head 
is peculiarly small and the eyes are bright 
and pearly. Yellow is the beet color for 
them, and their value depends on the length 
and buehinees of the appendage,. The Nun 
get* its name from a similar tuft, which 
reambles a nun’s veil thrown back from her 
faoe. The most perfect of the Nun variety 
are white, with the head and tall of another 
color, black preferred. Some go 00 far a* to 
insist that at least six of the flight feather* 
must be of the same color as the head and 
tail. 

The Fantaila are black, blue or red in 
color, but the choice ones are white. It is a 
fine, showy pigeon, with a tail of from twenty 
to thirty-six feathers, which it spreads out 
like a fan. It struts about like a peaaook, 
its wings spread and its tail so erect as to 
touch the back of its head Oae with thirty- 
six tail feathers Is considered a perfect bird. 
In rearing the young they must have more 
nest room than other young pigeons, or the 
tail feathers will be Injured, whioh will affeot 
tiie beauty and the value of the bird. 

The Trumpeter is generally black-mottled, 
has abort, feathery legs and a tuft of feathers 
at the root of ,the beak, and sometimes a 
hood at the back of the head. It utters a 
a sound not unlike a trumpet. 

The Tumbler* derive their name from tho 
singular habit of tumbling or rolling over 
and over In their flight. They are consider 
ed among tbe best of fancy pigeons, if they 
have all the points. 

The Carrier is a noble looking bird, with 
long neck and head erect. Around each 
eye is a circle of ’ocse skin, ranging in color 
from a dnll orange to a fiery red, the latter 
color preferred. There are wattles of soft 
flash around the bill, white in the ordinary 
bird, bnt tlaok in tbe most valuable kind. 
The plumage is generally dan colored or 
black, though in some rare oases the bird Is 
blue pied. In training them when quite 
youDg, flights of a mile are suffioieut at a 
time ; t ie distance can be increased as they 
acquire strength and experience. They 
must be fed, but not overfed, before start 
ing. If hungry they will turn aside to hunt 
for food ; if overfed, they will bo likely to 
loiter. They must be watered or thirst will 
lead them to seek to quench it, and no boy 
could blame them for Doing that. Another 
thirg is essential, they must be taken in n 
box or oovered basket to the plaos whore 
they are to be let loose. When liberated a 
good bird will at onoe rise high, and after 
makiDg several olrc'ee in the air, it will 
start off in the direction of its home with an 
tnerrin ty c ertainty that has sometblag

Nationalism la England. 

Although the Nationaliatio movement in 
America still lacks several months of being 
a year old, its 11 flaenoe has already passed 
from Amerioa to England, where, as here, 
it is appealing to many people who hitherto 
have not been perceptibly affeoted by any 
form of socialism. Edward Bellamy's “Look¬ 
ing Backward' is gaining an extensive circa 
lation tbero, and one of the moat signficant 
evidences of its influence is its effect upon 
one of tbe most prominent of public .nor,, 
Professor James Stuart, of Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity. Professor Stuart is a prominent 
member of parliament as well as an eminent 
man of science. His attention was oalled to 
Mr.Bellamy's book by Mr.Holiday, the well 
known artist, who, like William Morris, 
rakes a deep interest in social questions. 
Professor Smart was so impressed that he 
•»t once began tbe drafting of measures, for 
introduction into Parliament, suggested by 
he book and in harmony with its ideas. But 
it must be remembered that an introduction 
oy him is a guarantee rather of r* j iction 
han of passage. Tae professor is regarded 
as a viewy politician, and his influence in 
the House of Cammon* is far from being as 
vreac as his friends anticipated 'or him. 
Other prominent persons in England are re¬ 
ported to have been equally influenced by 
Mr. Bellamy’s work, and it has been pro¬ 
posed to form Nationalist clubs there on a 
plan similar to those organized in the States 
tor giving definite form to the movement.

The dove-cote should be lined with slate 
or plastered with cement to keep it free 
from vermin, which pester the birds very 
much. Sometimes the woodwork is made so 
that it can be taken apart and scrubbed. A 
loft in the roof of a house furnishe© a goed 
dovecote. The entrance should be in the 
gable and the main point© are freedom from 
dampness, free access for air, plenty of room 
and safety from cats. 

Pigeons begin to breed at the end of nine 
month?, and breed every month, except in 
very cold weather. The ne*t boxes should 
be kept clean and should be charged efter 
the birds are a few days old. Clean water 
must be kept constantly within their roach. 
The pateDt food and water boxes and bottle* 
arc good contrivances. They keep the birds 
from wasting the fuod, which thjy arc apt 
to do. S-ilt is an occasional luxury to them 
and gravel is necessary, us it assists them in 
digesting their food. Thoy are alsj fond of 
pocking at old mortar. 

When pigeons got sick thoy indicate it by 
a loss of flesh, by fond, by si* ting in 

a moping way w? 1 i.i u feathers puffed out 
and their wi.igi o/- ^lug. case« 

want of c^unii.t §s proves to be the causo, 
and the best remedy is to fumigate the 
feathers with tobacco smoko to kill the ver¬ 
min. Pigeons are subject to a disease call 
ed the roop. The wet roop is caused by 
dampness. It is a bad cold, and two or three 
peppercorns every other day is a good rem 
edy. The dry roop is the wet roop with a 
cough added, for which cloves or garlic is a 
remedy. Another disease is the canker, 
which occurs when the birds fight and peck 
each other. 

The exposed sore epats should bo rubbed 
every day with a salve made of honey and 
burnt alum. When pigeons are generally 
out of health, whloh Is likely to bo while 
moultirg, a little stimulating food, like hemp 
seed, will be good for them Keep them 
warm and dry while they are changing their 
feathers, and put saffron and old rusty nails 
in the water they drink. —[Philadelphia 
Press.

His kingdom was tbe small 
eat in the world, having an aroa of but eight 
and thirty fon- hundredths rqnare miles, 
hd army of 72 officers and men, and a po 
pulation of less than 8,000 ; but bis people 
were all noble, the Monacans having bean 
ennobled in a body by Charles V. of Spain. 
In one respect the Monacans are a fortunate 
people. They pay no taxes for the support 
of the Government. These are provided for, 
and the expenses of administration taken 
care of, and the Prince has been enriched, 
by tbe tribute from the Monte Carlo Casino, 
the famous gambling establishment in the 
world. The Prince having provided for his 
revenues became de.oply interested in phil¬ 
anthropic and scientific pursuits, and was an 
authority upon practical charity.

Another EoyalBetrothil-Germany s Jeai 
ou»y of France—The Slate Trade in 
Zanzibar eto, eto. 

It la aemi-cffioiolly annonnoed that Prince»e 
Margaret of Prosaist it toon to be betrothed 
to Prince Ohriatian of Denmark, Both have 
been etnying daring the week at Fredenaborg 
Coatle, where the royal family of Denmark 
la being vlelted by the familiea of the Cztr 
of Rotate, Empress Frederick, the King of 
Greeoe, and a hoet of minor royaltlea—In all 
one Emperor, one Empreaa, one Empress 
Dowager, three Kinge, one Qieen, foar heir* 
apparent, and thirty-five imperial and royal 
prinoet and princesses. At the atate dinner 
on Tharaday evening the Empreaa Frederick 
eat between the King of Dsnmark and the 
Cz ir, and the King proposed the health of 
the Empress and her daughters, which was 
considered significant. It it said the Czar is 
bitterly opposed to this marriage, and the 
Emperor of Germany desires a higher allianoe 
for his sister.

nounced prefanenees. Many a husband 
would have been saved from the tavern and 
many a household broil would never have 
been known had mother or maid been fairly 
imitiated into the mysteries of cookery 
Visitors to France, and especially to Paris, 
are specially struck with the general cheer¬ 
fulness, ligbt-heartedoets and good humor 
among the French. It is merely because 
they are naturally thoughtless and inclined 
to frivolity ? Nos exclusively or oven chit-fly. 
It is because almost universally a very fair 
knowledge of cookery Is possessed, which 
rises wi'h many to the digaity of a fine art. 
Indigestion, with all its horrors, it is said, 
is scarcely known, and I hat btCiUS-: 
toothsome, thoroughly-cooked dishes arc- 
produoed from leas tnan half what English 
bouse wives and kitchen maids worao than 
thri w away iu the concoction of that by 
which, if toe palate is not. systematically 
outraged, tho digestive organa are too 
frujcently oppressed end in many instnneof 
ultimately turned. In these days of Intel 
leotual pretence and polymathio smattering 
it may appear mean and behind the age to 
hint at the necessity of our girls being 
trained to all the mysteries of the kitchen ; 
to darning stockings as well as to millinery 
and dressmaking. It needs to be done, 
bowevor, and can all be secured without one 
of the real “accomplishments” being either 
lost eight of or forgotten. How can any 
body be cheerful when dyspeptlo, and how 
can dyspepsia be avoided so long as so many 
are three times a day forced to consume 
what no average stomach can meddle with 
and be safe ?
